The closest you can get 
to England in Sierra Madre 
is probably the British 
Home in Sierra Madre, but 
barring that, a short drive 
down the 210 freeway 
brings one to Beckham 
Place in Pasadena, an 
authentic English 
restaurant and bar (utnmm, 
pub) which will celebrate 
its 20th anniversary on 
November 18th. 

Serving the restaurant 
with all the choices of a 
full bar is the Rose and 
Crown Pub. The name is 
traditionally English, and 
also has a double meaning, 
in the crown City of 
Pasadena, site of the Rose 
Parade. 

Originally, Beckham 


Place served only pot 
roast, but the menu has 
evolved to its present state, 
full of variety. Seafood 
choices include grilled or 
cold poached salmon, as 
well as the fresh fish of the 
day, in wine, butter, 
lemon, or dill sauce. For 
those not inclined to prefer 
seafood, there are also 
choices such as chicken 
pot pie, roast beef hash, 
and my selection earlier 
this week, fettuccini and 
broiled chicken breast, 
which was made to perfec¬ 
tion. I may be 1/4 &iglish, 
but my taste buds are 98% 
Italian. 

There is also a wide 
selection of soups and 
salads, sandwiches, and 


burgers. The 

comprehensive appetizer 
menu includes smoked 
trout, shrimp crepes, 
artichoke hearts, sautded 
mushrooms, and to-die-for 
garlic cheese toast. 

The setting is intimate; 
classy, but comfortable. It 
doesn’t feel like a 
restaurant; it feels like the

Gilb Family Contributes 
$300,000 Toward New Arc< 
Museum Buildina

At Tuesday night’s City 
Council meeting, it was 
reported by 

Councilmember Robert 
Haibkht that diaries and 
Ruth Gilb have donated 
$300,000 toward the cchi- 
stniction of a new Arcadia 
Historical Museum build¬ 
ing. 

“I think it’s exciting. 
It’s a very generous contri¬ 
bution,” said Harbicht. “I 
think the donation is en¬ 
tirely appropriate, since 
both Charles and Ruth are 
such a large part of 
Arcadia history.” Charles 
Gilb, a four-time Arcadia 
Mayor, served 16 years on 
the City Council, the long¬ 
est aggregate reign in 
Arcadia history. 

Ruth Gilb said of the 
donation, “We’re just 
happy we could^do it.” 
Ruth served one term on 
the Arcadia Historical So¬ 
ciety Board. “Charles and 
I have always believed in 
the 

I’m looking forward to 
seeing the project come 
into being,” she added. 
Ruth and Charles have 
lived in Arcadia since 
1959. 

Perhaps nobody was as 
excited about the donation 
as Carol Libby, curator of 
the Arcadia Historical 
Museum. “It’s really a 


Godsend,” Libby said. 
“Ruth and Charles are 
such wonderful people. 
It’s just delightful. I con¬ 
sider it a birthday presmt 
ftM* the community.” 

Carol also appreciates 
better than anyone just 
how great the need is for 
the new building. “The 
currait building has served 
us well, but it certainly is 
no longer adequate. There 
are many things we have 
that we would like to dis¬ 
play, but we’re binsting at 
the seams here.” Designs 
haven’t been drawn, but 
estimates are for a 3,000 
square foot building, con¬ 
siderably larger than the 
current 1,800 square feet 


currently in use. 

Harbicht estimates the 
project will take 8-10 
months to complete. “We 
have to get the architect to 
design the building, and 
put it out to bid, but I ex¬ 
pect things will move 
fairly quickly,” Harbicht 
said. 

The building will be 
owned by the City of 
Arcadia and loaned to the 
Arcadia Historical Society 
for a nominal fee. The cur¬ 
rent building is leased by 
the City to the Historical 
Society for $l/year. “We 
might have to charge them 
$2 a year for the new one,” 
joked Harbicht. 

The current building is 
a modular building that 


Harbicht describes as "just 
old and worn out.” There 
are spots with roof leaks, 
among other problems. 
The new building will be 
high quality and all-brick, 
fitting in with the sur¬ 
rounding community cen¬ 
ter. The entire project will 
include new furnishings, 
landscaping, and more, 
and will probably cost 
close to $400,000; the 
Arcadia Historical Society 
will contribute the balance 
on the project. "There’s no 
way we could do it alone,” 
says Libby. “It will be a 
joint effort, and we're just 
so grateful to the Gilbs for 
making it possible.”

Santa Anita Project

It was more than six 
months ago that Arcadia 
City Staff began fast- 
tracking the Santa Anita 
Commercial Center Spe¬ 
cific Plan. Santa Anita was 
looking for entitlement on 
the project by the end of 
calendar year 1998, a goal 
described as “ambitious” 
by Development Services 
Director Don Penman, 
who noted that the goal 
was possible, assuming 
that both sides worked to¬ 
gether to expedite the re¬ 
view. 

Santa Anita had pro¬ 
posed to submit plans for 


^review in advance of the 
Specific Plan, pertaining to 
certain matters of grading, 
infrastructure, and build¬ 
ing. Though there was risk 
that other plans would be 
approved, the process 
would have enabled Santa 
Anita to move quickly into 
construction upon ap¬ 
proval of the plans. Now, 
however, according to 
Penman, Santa Anita has 
determined not to pursue 
the pre-approval strategy, 
though without explaining 
or even affirming that de¬ 
cision to City Staff. 

It was in late August 
that Santa Anita submitted 
changes to the Specific 


Plan. These changes in¬ 
cluded a reduction in 
square footage for the pro¬ 
posed Entertainment 
Component (and increase 
of the Neighborhood 
Comptment), and the deci¬ 
sion to not reopen Gate 1 
as an entrance to the Race 
Track. With the draft Envi¬ 
ronmental Impact Report 
90% complete, those 
changes would require 
new analysis, at a cost to 
Santa Anita. Representa¬ 
tives from Santa Anita 
have not responded to no¬ 
tification of that fact; as a 
result. City staff has sus¬ 
pended all work on the 
Specific Plan until further 


notice. 

In other Council news, 
the City Council estab¬ 
lished a new Utility 
Undergrounding District, 
District 14, consisting of 
Santa Anita between Hun¬ 
tington and Colorado, 
Santa Clara between Hun¬ 
tington and First, and 
Morlan between Hunting- 
ton and Santa Anita. 

Funds, called Rule 20A 
monies, have been bud¬ 
geted for utility 
undergrounding pursuant 
to a Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission ruling. These 
monies are allocated annu¬ 
ally, and in Arcadia’s case, 
amount to over $1.37 mil¬ 


lion. The funds are subject 
to reallocation if the City 
in question does not have 
an active undergrounding 
program. 

Conversion work for 
the proposed district will 
include the removal of ex¬ 
isting street lights and 
wooden power poles, 
overhead utilities lines and 
associated structures, and 
the installation of new 
street lights on concrete 
poles and underground 
wiring and facilities. Work 
for the district is antici¬ 
pated to begin by March 
2000 , and reach comple¬ 
tion by December 200.
